noce!it, ſhown the gradual Steps to Ruin and Deſti u- 
ction, which Perlons of Condition run into, without 
the Help of a good Education by which to form their 
Conduct. The Torment of a Jealous Coxcomb, which 
ariſes from his own Falſe Maxims, and the Aggravation 
of his Pain, by the very Words in which he ſees her 
Innocence, makes a very pleaſant and inſtructive Satyr. 
The Character of Horner, and the Deſign of it, is a good 

Repreſentation of the Age in which that Comedy was

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written; at which Time, Love and Wenching were 
the Buſineſs of Life, and the Gallant Manner of pur- 
ſuing Women, was the beſt Recommendation at Court. 
To which only it is to be imputed, that a Gentleman 
of Mr. Wicherlcy's Character, and Senſe, condeſcends to 
repreſent the Inſults done to the Honour of the Bed, 
without uit Reproof ; but to have drawn a Man of Pio- 
bity with Regard to fuch Conſiderations, had been a 
Monſter, and a Poet had, at that Time, diſcover'd his 
Want of knowing the Manners of the Court he liv'd 
in, by a Virtuous Charatter, in his fine Gentleman, as 
he would ſhow his Ignorance, by drawing a Vitious One 
to pleaſe the preſent Audience. Mrs. Bꝶ uall did her Part 
very happily, and had a certain Grace in her Rutticity, 
which gave us Hopes of ſeeing her a very Skilful Player, 
and in ſome Parts, ſupply our Loſs of Mrs. Verhwggen. 
I cannot be of the ſame Opinion with my Friends and 
Fellow- Labourers, the Reformers of Manners, in their 
Severity towards Plays, but muſt allow, that a good Play, 
acted before a well-bred Audience, muſt raiſe very pro- 
per Incirements to good Behaviour, and be the moit quick 
aud moſt prevailing Method of Fin Young People a 
Turn of Senſe and Breeding. But as I have ſet up for 
a Weekly Hiſtorian, I reſolve to be a Faithful One; and 
therefore take this publick Occafion, to admuniſh a Y oung 
Nobl-man, who cane fluſter'd into the Box laſt Night, 
and let him know, how much all his Friends were out 
of Cuuntenance fer Lim. The Women fate in Terrour 
of hcaiing ſomethiug that ſhould ſhock their Modeſty, 
and ail the Geuilemen in as nuich Pain, out of Compaſſion 
to the Ladies, aud perhaps Reſentment for the Indig- 
nity v atcn was offer d in coming into their Preſence in 
lo cilicipecttul a Manner.

The A incur nt of thele 
low Gratifications is only to be made by People of Cuii- 
dition, by encouraging the Preſentation of the Noble 
Characters drawn by Shakcſpear and others, tiom whence 
It is impoſſible to return without ſtrong lnprettic.ns of 
Honour and 1:umanity. On theſe Occuticy:s, Diltrels is 
laid before us, with all its Caules aud Conlegquences, and 
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our Reſentment plac*d according to the Merit of the 
Perlons attlicted. Were Drama“ of this Nature more 
acceptable to tne Tait of the Town, Men who have 
Genius would bend their Studies to excel in cm. How 
turcible an Effect this would have cn our Minds, one 
nerds no more thau to obſerve how iirongly we ue 
touch*d by meer Pictures. Who can lee Le Brus“ Picture 
of the Battle of Paris, without entring into the Cha- 
racter of that fierce gallaut Man, and being accordingly 
tpur'd to an Emulation of his Conitancy and Courage? 
When be is falling with his Wound, the Features are 
at the lame Time very terrible and languihing :; and 
there is ſuch a ſtern Faintneſs diffus*d through all lis 
Lceuk, as is apt to move a kind of Hourruur, as well as 
Paty, in the Beholder.

She pincii*d 
me, aud cail'd ax Squealing Chit, and threw me into a

His Grace 
Lumegiatcly tent his Secretary to the Preſident and the 
Peutionaty, to acquaint them with tis Arrival. Soon 
2tter, thele Miniſters viſited the Duke, aud made him 
Compliments in the Name of the States General; after 
which they enterd into a Co:wueince with him on the 
prieſeat Poiture of Affairs; aud gave his Grace Atluran= 
ces of the firm Adhaence of the IRE OAT 
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At the ſame Time acquainting him, That all Overture: 
of Peace were rejected, till they had an Opportunity of 
acting in Concert with their Allies on that Subject. After 
this Interview, the Penſionaty and the Preſident return'd 
to the Aſſembly of the States. Monſicut Tor has had 
a Conference at the Penfioner's Houle with his Grace the 
Duke of — Pi ince Eigeuc, and his Excellency 
the Lord Townſb:ud. The Reſult of what was debated 
at that Li ne is kept ſecret ; but there appears an Air of 
Satisfaction and good Underſtanding between theſe Mi- 
niſters. We are apt alſo to give our ſelves very 
Proſpects from Monfieur Io being eaploy'd in this 
Neg«utiation, who has been always remarkable for a par- 
ticular Way of Thinking, in his Senſe, of the Great- 
nels of France; which he has always laid, Was to be 

ted rather by the Arts of Trace, than thoſe of War. His 
delivering himſeltf freely on this Subject, has formerly 
appear'd au unacceptable Way to Power in that Court ;

his Mind is working upon a great Image, and that the 
Idea's hurry upon his Imagination; I tay, there is no- 
thing fo naw al, as for a Poct to relieve and clear hin- 
lf trum ne Burthen of Thought at that Time, by ut- 
tering his Conception in Simile and Nctaphor.
